Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that on page 3 of the Official Action, it is stated that applicant 
must elect a single disclosed species for prosecution, but there has been no assertion 
as to plural species within any of the identified three groups. Accordingly, applicant 
believes that this statement on page 3 was made in error. 

Inadvertently, the list of the species was not included on page 3 of the restriction 
requirement of the last office action.
